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WHAT GOES ON? 

A numberof things are going 
on in Washington these days 
which lead observers there to 
wonder what the Kennedy ad- 
ministration is up to. Here’s 
the latest on several items 
already reported plus a new 
one or two. 

You will recall that the 
administration recently lift- 
ed the ban on communist pro- 
paganda coming into this 
country through the mails. 
Last year, this flood of 
propaganda from Ked nations 
amounted to 14 or 15 million 
pieces. But the postal and 


customs officials were able 
to stop a good deal of it. 
Now, under the new order, it 
is being increased by an addi- 
tional million pieces. This 
is strictly a one-way street, 
because not more than a few 
thousand copies of American 
propaganda manage to get into 
the Red nations. The majority 
of this Red mail, much of it 
in the category of ‘hate Amer- 
ica’ stuff, goes to children, 
students, nationality groups. 

You may also recall that 
Admiral Arleigh A. Burke, 
Chief of Naval Operations, two 








months ago was subjected to 
censorship of a speech. It 
was reported at the time that 
the reason for clamping down 
on the Admiral was because he 
said the communists cannot be 
trusted, that their aim is to 
conquer the world. That, of 
course, is a well-known fact, 
but evidently our Chief of 
Naval Operations is supposed 
to keepita secret. Now still 
another admiral - Rear Ad- 
miral Samuel B. Frankel, 
deputy director of Naval 
Intelligence - has felt the 
lash of censorship. He was 
forced to revise a speech in 
which he reportedly called 
attention to the manner in 
which American leaders were 
deluded when they held top- 
level meetings with the Soviet 
leaders. Does the administra- 
tion possibly imagine it can 
make people believe that we 


ATTACK ON BUSINESS 


Meantime high officials on 
the New Frontier, from the 
President down, seem to be 
preparing an all-out attack 
on, of all people, the Ameri- 
can businessman. Evidently 
this will take the form of 
charges about ‘economic rack- 
eteering’ (those are young 
Attorney-General Bobby Ken- 
nedy’s words), price-fixing, 


did not get the short end of 
the bargain every time we sat 
down with the Reds? 

On top of all this, the 
State Department recently 
held one of its numerous 
briefing sessions. All sorts 
of people attend these brief- 
ings. But a representative of 
an organization called the 
American Coalition was refus- 
ed permission to attend. This 
is actually a coalition of 
American patriotic societies 
and represents 100 civic, 
fraternal and patriotic 
groups. Their representative 
was not allowed to attend the 
State Department briefing 
but present at the briefing, 
big as life, was a representa- 
tive of Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, the ‘liberal’- 
leftist outfit which has 
really taken over socialist 
aims in the United States. 


monopoly, corruption, tax 
evasion and so on. 

This is not to say that the 
laws against abuses in busi- 
ness should not be enforced. 
They should. But there is a 
difference between enforcing 
the law sanely and wisely, 
and using the law to carry on 
a vendetta against a particu- 
lar segment of our society. 
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businessmen are angels, any 
more than all labor leaders 
or politicians are angels. But 
we are now supposed to be 
faced with a big problem of 
unemployment. It is therefore 
very strange that a seemingly 
vindictive drive against that 
portion of the community - 
business and businessmen - 
which in the end provides all 
the jobs, should get under 
way at this particular time. 
Oldtimers in Washington re- 
call that Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, whom the President 
regards as a sort of hero, 
managed to prolong the Great 
Depression by just such a 
drive against business. With 
all his government spending, 








FOR was never able to put the 
unemployed back to work. And 
he kept our job-making machine 
— the private enterprise sys- 
tem — in such a state of 
uncertainty, turmoil and fear 
that it was prevented from 
natural recovery. Only the ad- 
vent of World War II and our 
later involvement solved the 
unemployment problem for FDR. 

There are Washington ob- 
servers who have an explana- 
tion for this campaign by the 
New Frontiersmen against 
business. It is not a pretty 
explanation. In fact, it is a 
rather cynical one, but un- 
fortunately they have a 
precedent for their analysis. 
It goes something like this. 
The New Frontier came into 
power with all sorts of dire 
forebodings about a depres- 
sion. It also had a batch of 
welfare-state, government- 
spending schemes with two 
purposes behind them: (1) Sup- 
posedly to cure the much- 
touted depression or reces- 
sion; €2) to increase and 
consolidate the power of the 
central government over the 
lives of the people. But the 
very slim margin by which 
Mr. Kennedy was elected has 
made it difficult to put over 
his program. And the so-call- 
ed recession shows signs of 
petering out, at least for 








the time being, so where is 
the need for all the govern- 
ment panaceas? According to 
this analysis, the drive 
against business provides a 
new villain to take the place 
of the vanishing recession. 
It might also prolong it a 
little -— long enough to put 
over some of the program and 
at the same time swing part 
of the business community into 
line behind it through fear 
of government action. 

As we said, that certainly 
is a very cynical view of 
these latest moves in Wash- 
ington. But it would not be 
the first time something like 
this happened. During the 
banking crisis of 1933, for 
instance, Herbert Hoover who 
was then President, had a 
plan for dealing with the 
crisis. FDR had been elected 
but had not yet taken office. 


TERRIBLE FAILURE 


On another important front- 
the education front - we have 
just had an amazing though 
unconscious confession of the 
appalling bankruptcy of ‘pro- 
gressive’ or so-called modern 
education. This episode con- 
cerns New York City, but it 
also concerns every school 
district in the United States 
where the modern education- 


Hoover tried to get him to 
cooperate on the plan. FDR 
refused. He wanted the whole 
thing to crash so that when 
he came into office he would 
look like a savior to the 
country. It did crash, and 
then FDR issued proclamations 
and put into effect plans 
which actually had been pre- 
pared by Mr. Hoover and his 
lieutenants. We do not say 
that Mr. Kennedy is now fol- 
lowing somewhat the same 
pattern. We are simply re- 
porting the interpretation 
put upon these recent moves 
by close observers in Wash- 
ington. However, it is well 
to remember that the President 
is surrounded by certain 
types of men who believe the 
end justifies the means. And 
the end, in their case, is to 
put our economic system under 
complete government control.

The pride is in the ability 
of these simple Free Chinese 
to withstand nearly 800,000 
Red artillery shells that 
have fallen on their island, 
and in the inspiration they 
give to free men everywhere 
that all that is necessary to 
the defeat of communism is 
the will to resist it. 

The shame is for comfortable 
and well-fed leaders in Lon- 
don and Washington and the
